hereof. 

4.  A discount  or  reduction  of  one-sixth  of  the 
amount  paid  will  be  allowed  on  all  taxes  levied  under 
this  By-Law  if  the  same  be  paid  to  the  Collector  on  or 
before  the  15th  day  of  August,  1900;  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  paid  if  paid  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of
